CBS plans 7 new comedies

(This is the second in a sevies of articles on net- 
work plans for the 1961-62 season, This concerns 
CBS.) 


@ The word on Madison Avenue this year is 
“balance.” Each network attempts to prove 
that it has a more balanced schedule than its 
rivals. In the offices of Oscar Katz, the lean, 
balding CBS vice president in charge of pro- 
graming, there’s a graph showing the balance 
at CBS—32% action shows, 30% comedy, 16% 
variety, 12% public affairs, 10% drama. 
While Katz denies emphatically the accusa- 
tion by ABC president Ollie Treyz that CBS 
and NBC have sought to “imitate” the action 
schedule of ABC to the loss of a considerable 
percentage of the TV audience, he is inclined 


to agree that much of the audience is slipping. 


away. And the major reason is that even the 
best balance in TV tips toward action and 
comedy and away from drama and the more 
serious TV efforts. 

Furthermore, he worries that this lost audi- 
ence may include the leadership of a commu- 
nity—‘“the image makers,” as he puts it. 

CBS last season tossed a host of comedies 
into its schedule and wound up at the top of 
the Nielsen ratings most of the year, despite 
ABC’s hot competition, This coming season, it 
has another slew of comedies, including seven 
new ones spotted in prime time. 

The new ones include:a Robert Young show, 
Window on Main Street, on Monday nights, and 
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a Robert Cummings show for Thursday nights. 
Also on tap are comedies starring Gertrude 
Berg, Dick Van Dyke, the Marquis chimps and 
others, 

For the lost audience, which once thrived on 
Playhouse 90, Studio One and the like, CBS 
plans increasing its schedule of CBS Reports on 
Thursday nights, returning Eyewitness on Fri- 
days and offering “special” samples of drama 
through the year, including the $500,000 pro- 
duction of Sir Laurence Olivier in Graham 
Greene’s “The Power and the Glory,” taped 
last month by David Susskind and Talent Asso- 
ciates. Equally, eight original hour dramas to 
be produced by Gordon Duff will be spotted 
through the season. 

Katz is particularly enthused about a new 
legal program, The Defenders, created by 
writer Reginald Rose and produced by Play- 
house 90’s Herb Brodkin, two of the finest 
craftsmen ever to work in television, This seri- 
ous legal study, starring E. G. Marshall and 
Robert Reed as a father-son lawyer team, will 
follow with legal realism the legal fantasy of 
Perry Mason to the air each Saturday, 

“This is a new dramatic concept,” says Katz, 
“We believe each year we should try something 
new. Last year, it was Candid Camera, a suc- 
cess, and Witness, a failure. But I would rather 
fail with a Witness than a Dan Raven or an 
Islanders.”

CCORDING to anthropologists, one of the basic differ-

though of the same caliber got knocked off. 

She attributed the lowly status of TV comedy to sponsors 
and advertising agencies, whom she considered unqualified 
to determine humor, daring performers to be funny. Also 
she pointed out that the viewing public got afraid to laugh 
or admit they enjoyed a comedy show, until after they had 
checked their neighbors’ reactions. 

Then we got into this era of sick comedy and sicker 
comics, Last summer in Hollywood, Lucille Ball, discussing 
this situation, said she thought the vogue for sick come- 
dians stemmed from the fact that audiences laughed it up 
for this type of comic because of fear of being thought 
square, that only a few way-out souls really liked it. 

However there’s no need for comedy fans and perform- 
ers to despair. Comedy is picking up momentum in televi- 
sion. Last season among new series that hit the top and will 
continue are “My Three Sons” starring Fred MacMurray 
and William Frawley, ‘The Andy Griffith Show,” the ani-

mated cartoon, “The Flintstones” and ‘‘Pete and Gladys.” 

And next season’ the comedy train will have a full head 
of steam with nine new situation comedy series. Two of 
these are animated cartoons slanted for adults and stimu- 
lated by the great success of ABC-TV’s “Flintstones.” The 
cartoon duo includes “Top Cat” and “Calvin and 
the Colonel.” 

Two of these incoming situation comedy skeins will 
bring back a couple of old hands at the game, Bob Cum- 
mings and Robert Young, both of whom have new fall se- 
ries.

In all the hullabaloo in the TV hearings held by FCC 
there’s been much talk about the situation comedies being 
about families that depart from the average clan next-door 
types. 

Aw, shucks, what do they mean our situation comedy 
families aren’t everyday folks? Take one of the TV fam- 
ilies that is an oldtimer—the Nelsons, Ozzie and Harriet 
and their boys. One kid plays guitar and sings and sells 
millions of records which have made him a fortune and 
the other acts in movies and performs in a circus trapeze 
act. Well, don’t everybody’s kids have some little quirk? 
And if the Hathaways make kids out of their chimps, don’t 
some kids make monkeys out of their parents? 

But let’s stop quibbling, for comedy seems on the up- 
grade, And heaven knows in this age of tensions 
and gloomy outlook we need all the laughs we can get.
